PANAMA CANAL IN OCTOBER 
SET NEW RECORD FOR TRAFFIC 


Tolls Collected $2,380,115 Exceed 
by $44,386 High Mark of 
December, 1923.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26. — New 
high records for commercial traf- 
fic through the Panama Canal 
were established in October, the 
War Department announced today. 
- There were 567 commercial tran- 
sits, exceeding by 24 the previous 
record of 643, made in August, 
1927. The net tonnage of com- 
mercial vessels was 2,585,752 tons, 
greater by 69,261 tons than in the 
highest month previous, Decem- 
ber, 1923. Tolls $2,380,115 were 
$44,386 more than in December, 
1923, the previous record month. 
Registered gross tonnage for Octo- 
ber, 1927, was 3,274,032 tons, 
which was 49,371 tons greater than 
the previous record of 3,224,661 
tons, in September, 1927. The cargo 
carried 2.717.646 tons, exceeded by 
110.600 tons the record of 2,607,- 
046 tons carried by commercial ves- 
sels passing through in March,

REMUS DEFENSE 
OPENS FIGHT T0 
PROVE INSANITY 


U.S. TDASK BURNS 
MEN 10 TESTIFY 
AGAINST SINCLAIR 


Two Laymen Testify He 
Was Unbalanced; Alien- 
ists Say He Was Sane 
When He Killed Wife. 


EXPERTS’ REPORT 
IS PROVISIONAL 


Bickering Over Presence of 
Doctors Results in Order 
to Sheriff to Restrain 
Counsel. 


By the Associated Press. 


CINCINNATI, Noy. 
ty today became the theme of 
George Remus’ murder trial when 
the State rested its case and the 
defense plunged into the attemf to 
establish in the minds of the jurors 
that the defendant was temporari- 
ly unbalanced mentally when he 
shot to death his estranged wife 
seven weeks ago. 

For a week the prosecution had 
emphasized a theme of cold-blood- 
ed murder, a killing as the result 
of a four-cornered plot in which

66 | Remus acted out his part of exe- 


cutioner. The prosecution rested 
its case shortly after the three alien- 


ists appointed by the Court had 
Submitted a _ provisional report 
finding Remus was sane at the 
time he killed ‘this wife and sound 
mentally at the present time. 

Defense Calls Laymen Witnesses. 


The defense had only an hour 
and a half left of the Court ses- 
sion when it got its chance to 
strike the first blow in behalf of 
Remus. 

It immediately whirled into its 
majop theme. It called two men 
Who had been in intimate contact 


| with Remus in recent months. Both 


lay witnesses, with no knowledge 
of the medical descriptions of in- 
sanity, asserted the beMef that 

Remus was insane. 

I‘irst came Leo A. Burke, lawyer, 
who for a period of six months ad- 
vised Remus as legal counsel. Then 
appeared A. Lee Beaty, former as- 
Sistant Ifederal District Attorney 
and ex-Legislator for Ohio. 

The defense immediately plunged 
into an attempt to gain from 
Burke an estimate as a lay witness 
of Remus’ mental condition. 

The question brought on an ar- 
first between prosecution 
and defense and then Judge Shook 


and Charles H. Elston, co-counhsel 


tor Remus. 

Elston denied he had gone on 
record as remarking upon Remus’ 
present mental condition. 

“The record shows your side is 
on record,” said Judge Shook. 
“Co-counsel has gone on_ record. 
There are two of you, but we will 
hold to one plea. , One destroys the 
others.” 


Wrangle Over Question. 

“Would you be able to say from 
your observation whether Mr. Re- 
mus Was sane or insane?” Elston 
asked Burke. 

“Yes,’’ was the reply. 

“What is your opinion?” 

An objection cut off an answer 
and the jury was sent out of the 
room. Prosecutor Taft maintained 
that lay witnesses first would have 
to state facts and then an opinion. 

The jury was brought back and 
Burke testified: 

“When mention was made of 
Mrs. Remus and Franklin L. Dodge 
Jr.. Remus would become much 
worked up, strike his body, raise 
his hands above his head and, to 
my mind, appeared like a maniac. 
He would quiet down, apologize. 
and then go back and do the same 
thing over. It occurred twice in 
one conference. His face would be- 
come contorted.” 

“Upon how many different octa- 
sions did that happen?’ 

“There were six conferences.” 

Prosecutor Taft undertook cross- 
examination, the first time he had 
questioned a witness. He brought 
out that Burke had not taken steps 
to have Remus placed under obser- 
vation and’had not tried to have 
a guardian appointed. Burke said 
he formed the opinion that Remus 
was insane about the third or 
fourth week of their association, 
and admitted he had continued to 
do business with a man he regard- 
ed as insane for two to four weeks 
more. 

“What type of insanity did you 
think affected Mr. Remus?” Taft 
asked. ’ 

“tT thought he was mentally un- 
halanced. that was all,” replied 
Burke. “I didn’t know just what 
type.” Burke admitted he had no 
medical knowledge of insanity. 

Beaty gave it as his layman's 
opinion that Remus was insane. He 
had come in contact with Remus

The Burns detectives 
carried on the shadowing of the 
trial jury and their reports, seized 
by the District Attorney, disclosed 
that they had kept up an intensive 
surveillance, They even inquired 
into the jurors’ personal financia} 
aftairs among their neighbors, and 
the Government contends that such 
close scrutiny of a juror is con- 
tempt of court. 

Contempt Hearing Dec, 5. 

Harry F. Sinclair, millionaire oil 
man and defendant in the conspir- 
acy trial, which ended in a mis- 
trial as a result of this surveillance 
of jurors; W. J. Burns, head of the 
detective agency; Sinclair’s confi- 
dential associates, Henry Mason 
Day of New York and _ Sheldon 
Clark of Chicago; W. Sherman 
Burns, manager of the “Burns 
agency, and C. L. Veitsch, Burns’ 
Baltimore manager, have been cit- 
ed to appear before Justice Siddons 
in the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court, Dec. 5, to show cause 
why they should not be punished 
for contempt of court, 

The Government charged in its 
petition on which the citation for 
contempt was issued that Sinclair 
sent Day and Clark to Washington 
where they engaged the Burns 
agency “to spy upon, to bribe and 
intimidate and to do anything cal- 
culated to interfere with and im- 
pede” the fFall-Sinclair jurors in 
the unbiased discharge of their 
duties, 

It was further charged that the 
purpose of the surveillance of the 
jury was “to impede, pervert and 
| prey ent the due administration of 
ijustice in the court either by cor- 
ruptly influencing. said jurors to 
decide the issue of said prosecution 
in favor of the defendants, or to 
disagree as to said issues’ and that 
‘in caSe such a course should seem 
advantageous to said: defendants in 
said cause” to bring “about a mis- 
trial’’ of the case.

DEMONSTRATION FOR COLORADO 


STRIKERS FAILS IN NEW YORK 


Police Make Preparations for Radi- 
cals’ Meeting, Which Turns 
Out to: Be “Flop.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—What 
was to have been a great demon- 
stration of radicals in support of 
the striking Cdélorado miners was 
held this afternoon in union head- 
quarters, but it turned out to be 
a “flop” so far as excitement went. 

Fifteen hundred spectators, obvi- 
ously bored, listened to a dozen 
speakers attack President Coolidge 
and John D. Rockefeller, respond- 
ed with a few faint, boos and 
cheers, and drifted away. 

Police arrangements, inspired by 
the clash of. radicals and white- 
collar workers in. Wall Street early 
this week over the Colorado affair, 
were elaborate. More than 160 
policemen, mountéd and afoot, sur- 
rounded the crowd. But their pre- 
cautions were unnecessary. 

The sole flicker of excitement 
came when: Robert Minor, editor of 
the Daily Worker, called President 
Coolidge a  “cool-headed, hard- 
hearted skinflint.” 

A telegram, protesting against 
the use of National Guardsmen to 
preserve order in.the coal fields, 
was adopted by the meeting and 
subsequently sent to Gov. Adams 
of Colorado. , 
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NAVAL OFFICER KILLED WHEN 
PLANE CRASHES AT HONOLULU 


Lieut.-Com. McComb Was Escort- 
ing Steamer From Harbor; Lin- 
er Puts Back With Body.

HONOLULU, Nov. 26.—Lieuten- 
oent-Commander Millington B, Mc. 
Comb, of the Pearl Harbor Naval 
Station, was reported killed late 
today when a land plane in which 
be was escorting the steamer Mal- 
olo out of Honolulu Harbor on its 
return trip to San Francisco, 
plunged into the -sea off Koko 
Head. 

Lieutenant-Commander McComb 
had been accompanied by Lieut 
R.. P. Kauffman, flying in anoth- 
«: plane. The latter returned to 
Pearl Harbor and reported the 
mishap, but could not determine 
the officer’s fate. 

Spectators said they saw an ob- 
ject fall from the plane, The 
Mtalolo reported she was returning 
to port with one body. 

McCor was one of the best av- 
iators in the islands and’one of the 
youngest officers of his rank in the 
navy. The officer’s body was re- 
covered from the water, the m#s- 
sage from the Malolo said. A me- 
chanic named Anthony accom- 
panied McComb, and his fate was 
not learned. 

When Commander McComb’s 
plane fell the Malolo turned back 
and started the work of rescue. 
The Commander was flying a two- 
seated Voight plane.

In one of 
the rooms, the raiders found be- 
tween 400 and 500 decks of cards 
stored away and soft drinks in 
the ice box. They were refused 
access to a steel safe. The raid- 
ers also seized 132 poker chips and 
three pairs of dice. 

The prisoners deny they had 
been gambling, said they were 
“merely passing the time” or “ex- 
changing money.”

“Rumania will be the last coun- 
try to be contaminated by bolshe- 
vist theories. You must remember 
that all our peasants now own 
their own lans; therefore they are 
the last people in the world to 
want to upset the new order. 

Says Carol Won’t Return. 

“As you see, perfect calm reigns; 
our army is completely loyal to the 
Constitution. -There is no chance 
that Cdro] will return. The death 
of my lamented brother spelled 
the end of the Carolist agitation. If 
there had been active forces, ci- 
vilian or military, working for his 
return, we would have found it 
out within the last 48 hours, and 
we would have known how to deal 
with it. 

“Moreover, it can no longer be 
said that our Government policy is 
actuated by the fact that its head 
is the personal enemy of Carol, 
which was the constant insinuation 
as long as niy brother lived.” 

Vintila Bratiano, who is strik- 
ingly unlike his brother in all re- 
spects except in his features, said 
he would continue the same in- 
ternal and external policy pursued 
by the late Premier, which he con- 
sidered had proved wisest for the 
country. 

Refuses to Face Election. 


“For 70 years,” he went on, “the 
jaim of our party has been na- 
‘tional unity of the Rumanian 
people. That, indeed, is the cara- 
‘inal principal of the opposition 
parties. We are ready to form a 
national cabinet which shall com- 
bine the best and ablest elements 
of all parties, but we cannot at this 
delicate juncture of the nation’s 
life accept a demand for the im- 
mediate dissolution of parliament 
and new elections. This would 
throw the country into confusion 
and chaos. 
“Our party 
parliament. 


has a majority in 
All the soundest and 
most influential elements in the 
country are behind us. Why 
should we, with our long experi- 
ence in Government, suddenly re- 
linguish the power to the inex- 
perienced, untried peasants party, 
which, after all, has only the barest 
minority in parliament? 

“As I have said, we are ready 
at any moment, however, to form 
a National Cabinet, after which 
we shall be willing to hold new 
elections. But for the present Ru- 
mania is at the crossroads and it is 
to the interests of the country that 
we follow the safe path outlined 
by my brother.”’ 

Praises America. 

The new Premier expressed his 
admiration for America, with its 
tremendous energy and resources, 
its passion for peace, its charity. 
He reminded the correspondent 
tha. one of the few sentences his 
brother had uttered in his dying 
moments was his gratification that 
the American Minister, William 8. 
Culbertson, was among the first 
to inquire about him when _ the 
Premier was stricken with his mor- 
tal illness. : 

“Mr. Culbertson always had a 
sympathetic understanding of Ru- 
mania’s problems,” said Vintila.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Nov. 26. — 
one of five Madison County offi- 
cials charged with “shaking down” 
beotleggers, pleaded guilty in Fed- 
eral Court here today in the ar- 
raignment of more than 100 per- 
sons indicted at Quincy last 
month after an extensive inquiry 
by the Government into bootleg- 
ging and protection “graft’’ in 
Madison County. 

The other officials under indict- 
ment pleaded not guilty. They 
are Justice of the Peace H. F. 
Ladd of East Alton, former Police 
Magistrate O. O. O’Brien of Wood 
River, Constable John Kunneman 
of Granite City and Constable Co- 
lumbus k. Thompson of Hart- 
ford. They probably will be tried 
during the January term of court. 

Sentencing Is Deferred. 

Sentencing of Constable Lessner 
and 21 others who pleaded guilty 
of conspiracy to violate the ]ro- 
hibition law was deferred by 
Judge FitzHenry, it being indica*t- 
ed that some of them will be used 
as government witnesses against 
those who today entered pleas of 
not guilty. 

Lessner and the other Madison 
County officials, as well as O’Brien, 
were arrested last July after pro- 
hibition officials had begun their 
ingquirv and estimated that between 
$170,000 and $250,000 in protec- 
tion money had been collected in 
Madison County. 

In warrants for their arrest 
Lessner, Ladd and O’Brien were 
eccused of conspiring in the issu- 
ance of bogus search warrants and 
taking money from bootleggers on 
whom the warrants were served. 

Enter Pleas of Guilty. 

Under one indictment returned 
‘by the Quincy grand jury, Oct. 25, 
charging conspiracy to violate the 
prohibition law, 105 names were 
called this afternoon, resulting in 
21 pleas of guilty and 40 pleas of 
not guilty. In addition, 23 others 
filed motion to quash the indict- 
ment. A number failed to appear 
in court. 

Among defendants pleading not 
guilty was John Giannola of St. 
Louis, Italian faction leader and 
dealer in corn sugar, who was ques- 
tioned in the murder of Constable 
Ahmer Hockett-and John Blake in 
February, 1926. Fhe discovery of 
their bodies on a moonshining farm 
at« Horseshoe Lake in the subse- 
quent publicity given bootlegging in 
Madison County caused the Gov- 
ernment to make its inquiry. 

Three Women Defendants. 

Three women also were among 
those arraigned and one man 
pleaded not guilty from a wheel 
chair. 

When several defendants whose 
mames iwwere not called did not 
answer, Judge FitzHenry ordered 
the Government to make all ad- 
ditional arrests and serve notices 
on all accused to appear next Sat- 
urday. Motions to quash indict- 
ments and changes of pleas will be 
considered then, 

Some likely to Change Pleas. 

Fifty requests for permission to 
change pleas within five days in- 
dicated there would be additional 
pleas of guilty next Saturday.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The 
controversy among Shipping Board 
members over the disposition of 
the Government’s Pacific lines has 
reached a point where one mem- 
ber declared today he had received 
“intimations” of administration 
pressure as a result of his stand. 

Commissioner Hill, who has 
contended the purchasers of the 
lines should be made to guarantee 
operation for 10 years, said he had 
received intimations of such pres- 
sure if he did not agree to,a five- 
year guarantee. He said he had 
been told,that his name might not 
be sent to the Senate for confirma- 
tion, although he added that no 
official word had reached him on 
the subject, 

The board has had the proposed 
sale of the lines before it for near- 
ly two months, and a subcommit- 
tee, on which Hill served, recom- 
mended at the most recent meet- 
ing of the whole board that the 
lines be advertised under both a 
five and a 10-year clause and that 
the board select the most favorable 
bid. 

Three members favor a five- -year 
guarantee of operation and three 
want the longer period. The sev- 
enth member, Admiral Benson, 
who is in Honolulu, was said to 
favor a 10-year period., 

The lines, the American Austra- 
lian-Orient, American _ Oriental 
Mail and the Oregon Oriental Mail, 
operate 37 ships to the principal 
ports in the Far East.

Disposed of 2550 of the 
| Approximately 8500 Ap- 


Kansas City Doctor Gives, Plications for Aid. 
= Good Advice to Sufferers 


Nearly two months after the tor- 
nado of Sept. 29, the Red Cross 
Citizen’s Tornado Relief Commit- 
tee has disposed of 2550 of the ap- 
proximately 8500 cases in which 
rehabilitation is required, and has 
spent about $257,000 of the $900,- 
000 contributed by the people of 


St. Louis for relief and rehabilita- 
tion, 

Of the amount expended, about 
$57,000 went for emergency relief 
in the period immediately follow- 


ing the disaster, and $200,000 to 
the work of rehabilitation. The 
amount of money expended in re. 
lief was smaller than had been ex- 
pected, because of the large amount 
of supplies and service contributed, 
in addition to the cash gifts. 
Entire $900,000 Needed. 

The work is being handled on a 
“case” basis, each case representing 
a family, and the total of 8500 
cases represents about 30,000 per. 
sons of all ages. The entire $900,- 
000 contributed will be needed for 
the work of rehabilitation, it is now 
thought. 

Bert H. Lang, chairman of the 
Relief Committee, who gave out 
the foregoing figures yesterday, 
said that it is expected to com- 
plete the work by Feb. 1, 1928. At 
present, he said, 900 cases or more 
are being handled each week, and 
the awards are being made at the 
rate of about $300,000 a month. 
Henry M. Baker, National Red 
Cross director of disaster relief, 
supports Lang in the statement 
that the work is progressing at the 
customary speed of Red Cross dis- 
aster work. Baker has been here 
ever since the tornado, 

Answers Complaints of Slowness. 

Lang said many complaints ahd 
been made of the apparent slow- 
ness with which the work has pro- 
gressed. 

“But we are the guardians of 
the public trust,” he said, “and we 
must spend the money contributed 
by the public to the best perma- 
nent advantage of the tornado suf- 
ferers. We must not give it away 
foolishly on a luxury basis, but 
payments must be on a basis of ac- 
tual need, and the future welfare 
of the persons helped. We have in- 
vestigated many of the complaints 
and have found little foundation 


for most of them. 

“We shall be able to clear up 
cases more quickly from now on. 
and have begun on the building 
rehabilitation plans, in which the 
larger awards are made. Where 
persons owned their own homes, 
and had no insurance, the Red 
Cross will build or aid in building 
their homes anew if investigation 
proves this is necessary for the 
complete rehabilitation of the 
family. In some few cases. the 
Red Cross will rebuild small stores 
when the livelihood of the family 
is concerned in the business con- 
ducted there. 

About $250,000 for Building. 

“Tt is estimated that about 
$250,000 of the relief fund will be 
spent on rebuilding. Other rehabil- 
itation work is of wide range, and 
include supplying furniture, voca- 
tional tools or instruments, paying 
rent where the head of the family 
was disabled by the tornado, es- 
tablishing trust funds for widows 
and orphans until the children can 
become self-supporting, paying the 
hospital bills of men or women who 
will be hospital-bound for long

Just before Cardinal Bonzano 
went on the table he was  in- 
formed that prayers were being 
said for him by hundreds of per- 
sons, and he replied: “I do not 
know if these prayers will aid me 
to get well but I am sure they will 
aid me to die well, and so I am 
grateful to those who pray for me.” 

The Cardinal passed away peace- 
fully in the presence of a brother 
‘and sister who came from Pied- 
‘mont to see him, and others who 
knelt as he was dying. 

The body was taken late this eve- 
ning to his home, where it will lie 
in state until Tuesday, when it will 
be taken to the Church of the 
Sacred Heart. Funeral services will 
be held there Wednesday morning. 

Body Lying in State, 

Four large candles burned to- 
night at the four corners of a bed 
‘in the throne room of the Car- 
\dinal’s apartment, where his body 
iwas lving in state. The room is

The Cardinal lay in a restful atti- 
tude, holding a crucifix to his 
breast. Several nuns knelt on each 
side of the bed praying devoutly. 
Because of the late hour only a few 
intimate friends were admitted to 
the room tonight but tomorrow it 
may be seen by everybody. 

Cardinal De Lai, secretary of 
consistorial congregations, who has 
also been sick, was somewhat 
better but his heart was still weak 
tonight.

By the end of this year the original $60,000,000 of 
bonds will be exhausted. 

During the last three years—1925, 1926 and 1927— 


average of over $20,000,000 a year for construction. 
The system is now about 60 per cent finished. To 
complete it in four years it will be necessary for the 
Highway Department to maintain its present scale of 
operations. It simply cannot do that unless mere 
funds are provided. * 

Uniess fresh funds are provided, the Highway De- 
partment will have for construction purposes, after 
this year, about $8,000,000 a year, or about one-third 
of its present construction budget. That means, ob- 
viously, that henceforth construction will proceed 
about one-third as fast or three times as slow as at 
present. That means that the State system will be 
completed, not in six years, as Mr. Gary implies, but 
in 12 years. i 

This 12-year program of necessarily curtailed op- 
erations before the State system is completed, as | 
shown by the Automobile Club’s accounting, is also 
the judgment of the Highway Commission. _ 

Such, then, is the difference between the pay-as- 
you-go plan, of which Mr. Gary is the recognized 
champion, and the new bond-issue plan sponsored by 


To be sure, Mr. Gary has retreated a considerable 
distance from his original pay-as-you-go position. He 
acknowledges in his letter to the Post-Dispatch that 
“a reasonable bond issue for the following purposes 
might have merit.” Space will not permit a discus- 
sion of the purposes he enumerates at this time, 
further than to say that some of the proposals he 
advances have been tried elsewhere, with unhappy 
results. 

As to the availability of funds from a bond issue 
authorized next year, which Mr. Gary postpones to 
1930: The Highway Department is now an experi- 
enced concern. As such, could it not—if the bond 
issue carries next year—immediately prepare its 
plans to resume full-scale operations in March, 1929, 
when the Legislature will have adjourned after hav- 
ing taken the necessary legal steps to make the re- 
quired amount of new bond money available? 

We believe it can. And we believe that the Legis- 
lature will attend to this matter, too. A mandate 
from the people of Missouri ih the atfthorization of 
$120,000;000 roads bonds will reflect a public senti- 
ment which no Legislature would ignore. 

Missouri wants an adequate road system, as the 
experience of traffic developments with their new re- 
quirements, makes imperative. And wants it now. 
The job calls for money, courage, vision. Missouri 
is abundantly equipped with all three.

THOSE NAIVE RUSSIANS. 

For a long time it has been evident that when it 
comes to naivete the statesmen of the new Russia 
have it all over their foreign brethren. They have 
proved this by claiming that they are not in favor 
of world revolution while openly flaunting member- 
ship in the Third International, which everybody 
knows is in favor of little else. But-they never 
proved their naivete so convincingly as in the inter- 
view on Russian-American relations which Premier 
Rykoff has -just given the Associated Press. 

The chief reason for recognizing Russia, say 
friends of this action, is to provide the Soviets with 
long-term credits fn order to revive their industries 
and stimulate trade. The Russian Premier does not 
rehearse this, but he really does not need to. It has 
been drummed in constantly for some years. His 
contribution to the’question consists in offering to 
discuss settlement of the debt owed America by the 
Kerensky regime. With regard to the debts owed us 
by the Czars, however, the Premier declares that 
Russia will not even recognize them in principle. 

Russia, in other words, would be pleased to have 
American recognition in order to borrow more money. 
But she admits that she will not pay any of her 
older debts and probably only part of her newer ones. 
For the privilege of expanding the loans of a self- 
confessed defaulter, therefore, the United States 
would have to assume the expense of legation, Am- 
‘bassador, charge d'affaires, first secretaries, second 
secretaries, charwomen, door openers and the other 
expensive paraphernalia which accompany diplomatic 
recognition. 

We predict that when the next Congress appre 
ciates the full import of the words of the naive Pre- 
mier, it will allow the subject of Russian recogni- 
tion to spend another winter in the snow.

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JACKSON DAY. 


There was a time when Jackson Day meant as 
much to Democrats as Dec. 25 means to children or 
Jan. 16 to zealots of the dry millennium. But that 
was in good old days, when the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Democratic party still existed outside 
the perfervid oratory of national conventions. By 
1920 those days were so far past that the Democrats, 
in a sudden, unaccountable fit of honesty, decreed 
that Jackson Day dinners should be no more. 

The plan of reviving this annual event, which Clem 
Shaver, chairman of the national committee, has just 
announced, will be greeted with applause and wailing. 
That is, it will be greeted with applause by the pub- 
lie, and wailing by the politicians.

Andrew Jackson was a victorious General and a 
man of honor, but his chief contributions to his coun- 
try rest on neither of these facts. He will be fe- 
membered partly because one of his first presidential 
acts was to free the country from the tyranny of 
bufeaucracy and to establish democracy. When he 
entered the White House, he found the Government 
dominated by a bureaucracy of constantly increasing 
numbers and expanding powers. It was his task to 
set things right. Being a soldier and hard-boiled, he 
showed succeeding generations of Americans the 
only method of doing so. He fired jobholders. He 
may have been harsh and merciless, but he satisfied 
a great need. When he was through, the country 
was restored to its original plan, and the all-pow- 
erful bureaucracy was an unpleasant memory. 

Which is surely reason enough why the public! 
should cheer upon hearing that the Democrats are 
going to restore old Andrew to respectable standing. 
And reason enough, too, why the same news will 
cause wailing among Democratic politicians, who, like 
their Republican contemporaries, regard the firing 
of their jobholders as they would a red-hot poker.

The dog doctor,~ 
who becomes highly skilled in the matter of keeping 
the dogs well and up to the racing mark, is in- 
separable from every dog racing track. 

Their prior relation to 
medical science was nothing of the sort. Dogs were 
sent to veterinaries a5 a rule, or perhaps oftener they 
were treated out of books. Diagnosis was as a rule 
most unscientific. It is well {llustrated by the 
anecdote of the lady who got a book on dog diseases 
when her dog was ill. She found thirty-four diseases 
were defined, and that her dog had symtoms of all 
of them. 

Their tongues 
are kept pink, their coats lustrous. If one of them 
yawns, as you have seen dogs do, the doctor is called.

RADIO ON THE FARM. 

From the Topeka Capital. ° 
CCORDING to a survey by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture there were last 

spring 1,252,126 radio sefS on.farms as com- 

pared with 2,180,622 for the entire country 
two years ago. Undoubtedly urban radio 
sets have increased more rapidly than 
farm, but farm patronage of the radio is 
enormous and also increasing. Most farm- 
ers are amateur mechanics and most urban 
users are not, and the farm sets are prob- 
ably kept, in working repair better than 
many in the cities. Since farmers are such 
constant users of radio, the department has 
sought to find by a questionnaire what they 
like in programs. The results are as might 
be expected. In radio as in the automobile, 
the primary consideration on the farm is 


- practical utility. Replies to the department 


questionnaire show overwhelmingly that 
the principal aim of the farm radio user is 
to get market reports up to the minute, ad- 
vice from experts on care of live stock, seed 
and feed more particularly, and the weath- 
er reports. In the matter of amusement or 
entertainment, the farmers vot for old- 
time sentimental songs and cl cal music 
in preference to monkey music or jazz.. Po- 
litical talks and news are also popular on 
the farms. Farmers are utilitarians be- 
eause they have to be and not because they 
are inherently more materialistic or less 
idealistic than other people. There is one 
feature of the farm replies that is worthy 
of notice, and that is the emphasis upon 
the reports of Old Prognostications. City 
people haw-haw a good deal at the weath- 
er predictions, adhering to a traditional 
weather service idea that is out of date.

THE SOUTH’s TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 
From the Buffalo Express. 

DISPATCH from Boston contains the 

news that the directors of a New En- 
giand textile company have decided to close 
their Lowell plant and to move part of the 
machinery to Anderson, 8. C., and there 
erect a new mill. 

This would seem to indicate that the 
South’s textile industry continues to grow 
at the expense of New England. South Caro- 
lima, according to the World Almanac for 


1927, had 5,295,000 cotton spindles in 1926, 


an increase of 20,000 over the preceding 
year. North Carolina tn the same year was 
second to Massachusetts in the number of 
spindles and South Carolina third. 

In respect of the tendency of the textile 
industry to move southward from New En- 
gland, there may be significance in the 
World Almanac’s statement regarding South 

na: “Much child Mbor is employed.”

; ment of the University of Missouri, or 
in any other State educational institution. 

For that reason. Dr. Stratton D. Brooks, 
president of the university, will receive 
widespread public support in his opposition 
to State consolidation and budget measures 
now proposed. The proposed laws had 
strong support in the last Missouri Legisla- 
ture, and a fight to obtain their enact- 
ment undoubtedly will be renewed in the 
next General Assembly. 

Possibly those interests which are spon- 
soring the consolidation and budgetary laws 
have not foreseen the demoralizing effect 
they might have in the administration of 
the State’s largest educational institution. 
The effect of these measures, as pointed out 
by Dr. Brooks, would be the transfer of fi- 
nancial control of the university from Co- 
lumbia to politically-controlled appointees 
in Jefferson City. The board of curators 
now in charge of the university, free from 
political domination, would become meére 
figureheads. : 

Dr. Brooks also disc!. ed the danger of 
@ politically-controlied central purchasing 
agent supervising the buying of supplies and 
the letting of prcfitab!: contracts for the 
university. 

The people of “lissouri hav. implicit-con- 
fidence in the integrity of the board of cura- 
tors, which now administers the business 
affairs of the State University. It would beé 

disastrous for the university to enact a law 
transferring the present powers of the board 
to persons who might be more concerned 
with building a State political machine than 
in the welfare of the school of which every 
Missourian is justly proud.

PARIS. 
ORRENTS of rain 
were falling on the 
morning of June 8, 
1924, and the Bois 
de Boulogne, the 
great forest reserve 
on the western out- 
skirts of the city, 
was dripping wet 
and dismal. The 


were soaked and deserted. Water ran 
in rivulets down the slopes which, on 
sunny days, afford a popular retreat 
for strollers and picnickers. 

And because of the circumstance 
that the Bois de Boulogne was on that 
particular morning an uninhabitable 
morass, the prison gates at Devil's Is- 
land, 4000 miles away in the Caribbean 
Sea, have opened for Henri Bellon aft- 
er 11 years of hard labor in the notori- 
French penal colony. Bellon, 
Marseilles barber, was convicted by a 
lrench courtmartial in 1916 and 
loomed to the ‘‘dry guillotine’’ of the 
tropics on a charge of betraying a 
French secret agent to a foreign Pow- 
er. Following a recent review of his 
case, he is free now and waiting in 
Cayenne, French Guiana, for transpor- 
tation back to his apologetic home- 
land. 

It was at the trial of another case ua 
year ago, a case entirely unrelated to 
Bellon's misfortune 10 years earlier, 
that testimony concerning the weather 
of June 8, 1924, became significant 
to the Devil's Island life-termer and 
served to turn the light of inquiry back 
into books already closed. This was 


ous 


the case of one Lazare Tissier, a jan- 


itor, charged with the murder of Louis 
Boulay, an aged Paris messenger. 
Bellon, far away at Devil's Island, 
was reading one night, by the light of 
a candle in his hut, a Paris newspa- 
per’s account of the trial. In the 
headline he saw a familiar and hated 
name, Reading on, he. discovered some 
testimony having to do with the Bois 
de Boulogne and the weather there on 
the morning of June 8. He saw his 
opportunity and grasped it. Although 
the next steamer for France was not 
leaving for a month, he wrote that 
night to the League of Rights of Man 
in Paris. Many times before, during his 
10 years of imprisonment, he had writ- 
ten to that philanthropic organization. 
urging that a new trial be obtained for 
him, but always the Ministry of War 
had blocked the move. Now he had a 
foundation upon which to base his ap 
peal. He was elated

was it connected with his alleged be- 
trayal of a secret agent 11 #£=years 
earlier? 

In the summer of 1915 Bellon, who 
was then 28, was invalided out of the 
French Army because of. serious 
wounds which rendered him useless at 
the front. He went back to Marseilles 
and reopened his barber shop, but 
found himself unable to earn a liv- 
ing. He decided then to go into the 
hair net business. The Germans pre- 
viously had supplied most of the hair 
nets, but when the war broke out the 
supply was cut off and the price 
soared. Bellon heard he could buy nets 
very cheaply in Switzerland and sell 
them in France for a big profit. So 
he went to Geneva in September, tak- 
ing with him Madame Fortunee Ma- 
zella, a French cafe singer who hoped 
to find a_ professional] engagement 
there. He was separated from his wife 
at the time. 


NE day at Geneva Bellon met a 
() rrienas American. This Ameri- 

can was Stanley Mitchell, an ex- 
jockey and race-track hanger-on, who 
had gone to Russia 10 years earlier 
and had been almost constantly in 
trouble with the police. At the out- 
break of the war, Mitchell had fled 
from Russia to Switzerland and had 
become a French spy. The French 
Government apparently knew little 
about his record and, of course, Bellon 
knew nothing at all about it. They 
Struck up an acquaintance on a cafe 
terrace and Bellon, already impresséd 
by his new friend's easy spending, was 
still more impressed when Mitche}] 
told him .he was the American Vice 
Consul at Kiev, Russia, and had a big 
racing stable in that country. 

The two were together at the same 
cafe a week later when Mitchel! 
jumped up suddenly and ran to meet a 
man who had just entered. 

“Why, it's my. old friend, Mr. Man- 
tacheff from  Russia,’’ Mitchell ex- 
Claimed. ‘‘And how is your brother?” 

“My poor brother ig ip 
prison camp,’

the stranger replied. 
where he is and I will

him here,” said Mitchell. ‘‘I have some 
very influential friends in Germany.” 

“If you can do that I shal] give you 
$10,000 the day he arrives,’ promised 
the stranger, and Bellon, Standing by, 
drank it all in with wide-eyed inter- 
eat 

When had gone, 
Mitchell confidential, Since 
they were such good friends. he would 
like to take Bellon in as a partner in 
the venture, but he would need 4000 
Swiss francs to bribe certain authori- 
tles in Germany, and his own fortune 
Was all tied up in Russia. He had 
2000 francs in the bank. however, and

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if Bellon would put up the other 2000 
he would split 50-50 the $10,000 re- 
ward. 

In spite of the fact that Bellon al- 
ready had invested 430 Swiss francs 
in another of Mitchell’s enterprises— 
a project of sending food packages to 
French prisoners in Germany—and 
had never seen his money again, he 
and his companion, Madame Mazella, 
decided to risk 2000 more. They ad- 
vanced it and Mitchell signed a re- 
ceipt. 

Then Mitchell went away. Presum- 
ably he went to Germany to release the 
alleged prisoner, but when he came 
back and reported the officer was too 
ill to travel, Bellon became suspicious. 
He telegraphed to the Russian Consul 
in Berne for information and the Con- 
sul wired back that there was no such 
American Vice Consul as Mitchell in 
Russia and no Russian officer named 
Mantacheff in a German prison camp. 

The barber was furious and went to 
Mitchell, demanding return of his 
money. Mitchell couldn’t pay it and 
took the barber to Annemasse, a 
I‘rench frontier town, in an effort to 
get Captain Desvernines, the counter- 
espionage chief there, to calm him. 
The Captain had a long talk with Bel- 
lon and advised him not to make any 
trouble for Mitchell. Mitchell, he ex- 
plained, was a secret agent and court 
action against him would hamper his 
work and embarrass the Government. 
Bellon agreed to wait a few weeks 
longer, although he needed his money 
badly. 

Madame Mazella, however, was not 
so patient about her part of the 2000 
francs. While Bellon was being con- 
Ciliated by Captain Desvernines, she 
went to the Geneva police, showed 
Mitchell's receipt for the money and 
lodged a formal complaint of swin- 
dling against him. 

Her complaint put Bellon in an em- 
barrassing position with Captain Des- 
vernines, but the mischief already had 
been done, and there was nothing he 
could do except go to the police and 
lodge the same complaint. 


HE result of this was that the 
Swiss police located Mitchell in 
Lausanne the next day and threw 
him in jail. After keeping him locked 
up for about 70 days, they learned in 
some manner he was a French spy and 
banished him from the country. No 
sooner was he across the frontier than 
he went to his chief, the Captain, and 
accused Bellon of denouncing him asa 
spy to the Swiss police. 

In the meantime, Bellon had given 
up hope of getting his money, and, 
being unable to buy any hair nets, de- 
cided to return to Marseilles. Madame 
Mazella went to Cairo to fill a the- 
atrical engagement and dropped out 
of the picture. Bellon started back to 
his barber shop and was arrested as 
s00n as he put foot on French soil, 
charged with giving State 
foreign Powers. 

Bellon was tried by a courtmartial

at Marseilles, on August, 
8, 1916, at a time when 
the spy fever madness was 
at its crest. 

Captain Desvernines ap- 
peared against him as 
prosecutor and Mitchell as 
chief witness. The Cap- 
tain’s only proof was 
Mitchell's statement and 
an unsigned note sent to 
him by one of his agents 
who was in the serv- 
ice of the Swiss  po- 
lice. The substance of this 
note was: “Bellon de- 
nounced Mitchell to the 
Swiss police as a French 
spy.”’ 

The records of the trial 
show that the Captain and 
Mitchell did virtually all 
the talking. Bellon tried 
to explain. 

“I had him arrested by 
the Swiss police to recover 
money he had swindled me 
out of, but I never betrayed him,’’ the 
barber swore on the witness stand, but 
the trial officer only laughed at him 
and told him to shut his mouth. 

‘‘He denounced me out of revenge 
because I did not repay the money 
quickly enough,’ Mitchell retorted, 
and Captain Desvernines stood behind 
him by testifying Bellon had caused 
him to lose a valuable agent. 

The court’s decision was prompt. It 
decided that Bellon was an agent of 
the French Government by virtue of 
the fact that he had once transcribed a 
document into longhand for Mitchell, 
and so was subject to trial by court- 
martial. Then, with the unsigned note 
as a basis, it decided that Bellon was 
guilty. It sentenced him for life and 
shipped him away to the Caribbean 
and the matter was considered closed. 
Bellon went away with a prayer that 
some day he would return to prove 
Stanley Mitchell’s infamy. 


OR 10 years he sweated and 
Fh vrottea in the heat of malarial 

swamps. Hundreds of letters he 
wrote, including a full-sized book, giv- 
ing a history of his case, but his ap- 
peals aroused no action. It was not 
until there fell into his hands that 
month-old copy of a Paris newspaper 
that his day arrived. 

Poring over the paper by candle 
light, his whole attention was caught 
by.the name of Stanley Mitchell in a 
headline. With mounting joy, he read 
on to learn that at last Stanley Mitch- 
ell was undone as the result of a sim- 
ple bit of testimony in a murder case. 
Here is how it happened. 

On June 30, 1924, Louis Boulay had 
mysteriously disappeared. Nine days 
later his body, wrapped in a sack, had 
been found in the Bois de Boulogne. 
The murder had remained on the un- 
solved list for several months: then 
the police finally discovered that Bou- 
lay had been accustomed to placing 
small racing bets with Lazare Tisster, 
who, besides being a janitor, operated 
an illicit handbook as a sideline. The 
police found bloodstains in the apart- 
ment cellar where Tissier was em- 
ployed. They also found an under- 
ground railway ticket dated May 30, 
1924. It had been purchased on the

Mitchell. 


Boulay disappeared and at the 
where the old messenger al- 
ways took the train. Then, when the 
famous Professor Bayle, director of 
the police technical laboratory, report- 
ed that the red paint found on Boulay’s 
clothes also came from the Tissier cel- 
lar, the janitor was enmeshed in a 
strong circumstantial case. 

But how were they to prove that 
Tissier had taken the body from his 
cellar to the Bois de Boulogne, two 
miles away? 


T THIS point the State’s case 
A\ pro down badly and the inves- 

tigation dragged on without dis- 
covery of new evidence until Febru- 
ary, 1925. The police had almost de- 
spaired of a conviction when a new 
witness appeared. 

This new witness was Stanley 
Mitchell. Since the Bellon incident he 
had been in trouble frequently, as 
usual. In recent years he had served 
a prison term in Paris for abuse of 
confidence and had been at liberty only 
a few months. He was even then 
under order of expulsion from France, 
but when he came forward as a State 
witness in the Tissier case the police 
welcomed his appearance. 

Mitchell’s story sounded plausible 
enough. He had been in the Bois de 
Boulogne on the morning before Bou- 
lay’s body was found, he said, and had 
seen Tissier drive into the woods in a 
truck. 

“I remember the date—June 8, 
1924—-because I had been released 
from prison the previous afternoon.”’ 
he related. 

“As I had $10 when I got out, I 
went up to Montmartre and spent the 
night drinking. I had a hangover at 
dawn and walked out to the Bois de 
Boulogne to clear my head. I was sit- 
ting on a bench in the woods at 5 a. 
m. when I suddenly saw Tissier. whom 
I knew as an illicit bookmaker, pass 
along the road in a little motor truck. 
I was afraid he would see me, as I 
owed him 200 francs, but he got out 
and walked among some bushes while 
a second man in the truck drove off. 
I was too far away to see if he carried 
any packages.”’

There 
happened to be a Norwegian vessel! 
that was almost a dead ringer for the 
Pass of Balmaha. She was scheduled 
to sail from Copenhagen. I decided 
that we would take her name, and sail 
the day before she sailed, so that if 
the British caught us and wirelessed 
to Copenhagen to confirm our story 
they would receive word that such a 
craft had left port at the time we 
claimed. This other ship was named 
the Maleta. 


E now put on the final touches 
\ that were to turn the Pass of 

Balmaha into the Maleta. We 
painted her the same color as the 
Maleta, arranged her deck the same, 
and decorated the cabins with the 
same ornaments. In my captain's 
cabin, I hung pictures of the Kine 
and Queen of Norway and also of 
their jovial relative, Kine Edward 
VII of England. The barometer, 
thermometer and chronometer, and all 
the other instruments, were of a Nor- 
wegian make. I had a Norwegian li- 
brary and a Norwegian phonograph 
and records. We had enough provi- 
sions from Norwegian firms to last us 
through the blockade. 

We got up our cargo papers in regu- 
lar form, signed and sealed by both 
the Norwegian port authorities and 
the British Consul. We also had a let- 
ter signed by His Majesty’s Consul at 
Copenhagen, stating that the Maleta 
was carrying lumber for the use of 
the Government of the Commonwealt] 
of Australia. The letter requested all 
British ships te help us if any emerg- 
ency arose. To prove that this docu- 
ment was genuine, it was even 
stamped with the British Imperia! Sea! 
(made in Germany! ) 

I picked as my officers men who, 
like myself, had spent long years be- 
fore the mast, who knew Norwegian, 
and were of the right spirit First 
Officer Kling had been a member of 
the Filchner Expedition, in which he 
had distinguished himself. The offi- 
eer whom I selected to go aboard cap- 
tured ships was a former comrade of 
mine, a fellow six feet four, named 
Preiss. 

My artiliery and navigation officer, 
Lieutenant Kircheiss, was a wizard 
navigator. Engineer Krauss was our 
motor expert.

in a sailing vessel, I picked with like 
care. Not until the hour of departure 
did I send for them. 

Now we needed a name for our 
raider.

1 wanted to call the ship the Sea 
Devil, the name by which I personally 
was afterward to be called. My offi- 
gers favored some name that would 
Suggest the white wings of our sail- 
ship. So we compromised on Seeadler, 
or Sea Eagle. 


N a pitch-dark November night.

gency crew, raises anchor and 
sails out of the mouth of the Wezer 
into the North Sea.

I called the 
carpenter and had him smash all the 
bull’s-eyes, windows, portholes and ev- 
erything. Then we threw water in 
the cabins, in the drawers of chests, in 
the officers’ bunks, water everywhere 
I took my shipping papers and put each 
page between sheets of wet biotting 
paper, so that not only the name of 
Irma and the other entries we had 
changed were blotted, but every line.

LONDON. 
NDIA, land of 
ancient magic, was 
treated not long 
ago to a demonstra- 
tion of the white 
man’s modern 
magic. Lord Irwin, 
Viceroy, formally 
opened a great ir- 

— rigation project 
just completed that almost overnight 
will convert vast tracts of arid waste 
land into flourishing wheat, rice and 
cotton fields. 

Designed to keep off the specter of 
famine that has haunted India’s entire 
history, the  project—-perhaps' the 
greatest of its kind in the world—in- 
volves three rivers in the northwest 
provinces and one of the largest dams 
in the world. With the formal dedica- 
tion Lord Irwin symbolized the realiza- 
tion, in part at least, of a dream that 
had begun to take shape in men's 
minds more than 50° years ago. 

Most recently completed is the Sut- 
lej River project. At a cost of $90,- 
000,000 great dams have been con- 
structed at four points on the Sutlej. 
The canals, distributaries and water 
courses leading away from the four 
lakes thus created will eventually have 
a total length of 47,900 miles, nearly 
twice the distance around the earth. 
And this is exclusive of the individual 
channels which each farmer will dig 
on his own land. These canals will 
water arid regions in three provinces 
—the Rajputana, the Punjab and the 
Bahawalpur. Last year the construc- 
tion work on another great unit, the 
Lioyd Dam across the Nira at Batghar, 
with its tributary canals, was com- 
pleted. 


India has suffered from famines 

almost since the beginning of its 
history. The Himalaya Mountains to 
the north keep off the winds that 
might otherwise sweep in from Asia 
and create atmospheric areas favorable 
to rain. India depends on the mon- 
soons for its rainfall and when the 
monsoons fail—as they often do— 
there are large areas, now to be irri- 
gated, in which sometimes a drop of 
rain does not fall for from one to four 
years. 

With British rule the famines grew 
more terrible. Before British admin- 
istration began, the population of In- 
dia had remained more or less stable 
at 100,000,000 people. The British 
introduced various humanitarian 
measures of one sort and another— 
stringent laws that forbade infanti- 
cide and other’ barbaric practices. 
Swiftly the population mounted _ to 
200,000,000. 

And then came the most terrible of 
the famines. The first occurred in 
1877. Hundreds of thousands of per- 
sons died of starvation. There was 
another serious famine in 1887. 

But the most terrible years 
1899 and 1900. 


B ECAUSE of its peculiar climate, 


were 
Literally millions of 
persons siowly perished for lack of 
food. Various estimates placed the to- 
tal number of famine’deaths in those 
two years between 20,000,000 and 35.,- 
000,000. And no figures could possi- 
bly convey the suffering that existed in 
the south, the north and northwest. 
The accounts of. investigators and Gov- 
ernment commissioners are as horrible 
as anything ever written. 

Engiand was at war with the 
Boers and could do little to al- 
leviate the misery. Government 
agencies made some effort to dole out 
grain, but this was almost futile. Mil- 
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_their stores and 


lions died before they could reach the 
Government relief stations. Moreover, 
in a previous famine, an effort had 
been made to ship in large quantities 
of grain, but it had only served to in- 
duce the native grain dealers to hoard 
in the end brought 
about more suffering than had existed 
before. 

In one of the richest lands on earth 
children died in the dust of the streets 
when a handful of grain would have 
saved them. The civilized world re- 
coiled in horror. 


HE wise men of England said 
that it must,not happen again.

All over the earth 
the waste places were being reclaimed 
to care for an increasing population. 
India’s deserts, situated near one of 
the most densely crowded spots of the 
world must be made green, too.

Many millions of acres 
in India had previously 
been irrigated, but by a 
system of overflow which 
failed during a drouth. 
The Irrigation Commission 
realized that it would be 
necessary to tap -rivers 
which at certain seasons 
bear the flood waters 
from the melting snows of 
the Himalayas. Most im- 
portant of these rivers 
were the Indus and its 
principal tributaries, the 
Sutlej and the Chenab. 

The Triple Canals pro- 
ject, completed many years 
ago, takes water by canal 
across country from the 
River Jhelum to the River

~The Little Mashed Can Which Told the Story 


What a Barograph Is and How It Records the 
Heights Attained by Airmen. 


Indeed everything, by the very 
nature of things, must be so con- 
structed as to withstand atmos- 
pheric pressure. The air pres. 
sure within a building bolsters 
up the windows and walls against 
collapse from the pressure out- 
side.- The water in the conduit 
exerts a force which keeps the 
pipe from caving in under atmos- 
pheric pressure. In the absence 
of internal pressure to counteract 
that exerted by the atmosphere, 
only sturdy construction keeps an 
object like an electric bulb— 
which houses an approximate 
vacuum—from caving in. 


Realizing that the pressure of 
the atmosphere becomes less and 
less as a balloon or airplane goes 
upward—until at 44,000 feet it is 
only 15 per cent of the pressure 
at sea level—the makers of alti- 
tude recorders have recognized it 
as the only practical means of 
measuring height. 


Accordingly the central com- 
ponent in a barograph is an ob- 
ject shaped like a small, con- 
densed milk can and constructed 
of soft metal. From the can the 
air is expelled and without the 
support of the pressure exerted by 
the air within, it folds up. To 
adapt .the can to recording with 
accuracy, it is so made that it 
folds symmetrically, like a con- 
certina, so that on the ground it 
has the appearance, to quote a 
wartime flying teacher, “of a can 
that has been stepped on by a 
horse.’”’ 


S THE can is carried up- 
A ws however, the outer 

pressure becomes less and 
the spring of the metal tends to 
bring the can back to its original 
shape, so that at an altitude of 
say 50,000 feet, the rarefied at- 
mosphere will no longer exert 
enough pressure to flatten it! 
at all. 

After that principle had been 
established it was easy to adapt | 
the can to the work of altitude | 
recording. A lever was fixed to. 
its top. While the can was still 
flattened out, at sea-level, the! 
hand at the end of the lever was | 
fitted to a dial, and the point at | 
which it then stood was marked 
zero.

tude of 1000 feet, on a mountain 
side, for example, the can began 
to expand under lessened atmos- 
pheric pressure. The hand moved 
along the dial and at the point 
where it came to rest the figure 
“‘1000°° was marked. Since the 
atmospheric pressure decreases at 
a constant rate it was then pos- 
sible to mark off the remainder 
of the dial on proportionate sec. 
tions and the instrument was 
complete. 

That is, roughly, the manner 
in which the altimeter, the young- 
er brother of the barograph, is 
made. On the instrument boar‘ 
of every airplane it records the 
altitude at which the ship is fly. 
ing. But it keeps no permanent 
record and for that function the 
barograph was made. 

Utilizing the principle of the 
altimeter, the maker of the baro- 
graph changed the hand to a 
needle, with a pen point at its 
end. Instead of marking out a 
dial for the needle it brought it 
to bear on a chart, graduated like 
the original dial, and on the 
chart the needle marked its 
height record. As a final refine. 
ment he changed the chart from 
a flat surface to a revolving cyl- 
inder, turned by fine clockwork, 
so that .not only does the mod. 
ern barograph tell to what height 
a flyer reached but what time of 
day he got there. 

Because barographs are limited 
in the altitudes they are capable 
of recording, Captain Gray took 
two, one to register his ascent 


from the level of the earth to 
19,000 feet and the other from 
15,000 to 60,000 feet. Imme- 
diately after his body was taken 
from the basket of the balloon at 
Sparta, Tennessee, where it land- 
ed after he died, the barographs 
were taken in charge by a Scott 
Field officer and taken to Wash- 
ington. 


HERE the instruments were 
tested by the Bureau of 
Standards for accuracy 
Since Captain Gray took off from 
Scott Field, which is about 
560 feet above sea level, that 
amount was subtracted from his 
altitude figure to bring’ the 
record down to terms of feet 
above sea level.
